for 
the 
higher 
payments. 


The 24.000 who have not applied 
as yet have until July I to file ap­ 
plication if they wish to receive 
the higher payments retroactive 
to January I under the Survivor 
Benefits Act which becam e effect­ 
ive January I. Most of the wid­ 
ow's who apply after July I, 1957, 
will 
find that 
the higher 
pay­ 
ments will become effective as of 
the day their applications are re­ 
ceived.
